His Excellency received yesterday the de- 
putations of two indignant meetings. The 
first wnij composed ol' gentlemen nn the 
Education question ; the second comprised 
the representatives of the meeting which wns 
held on Monday night. To each of these 
deputations ilis Excellency expressed himself 
with an amount of candor lhat i3 rarely wit- 
nessed in men holding high official positions. 
On the school deputation, he even went so 
far as to read to the gentlemen composing 
that body, tho restrictions imposed upon n 
Governor in all money voles of the House. 
"VVo aro sorry that His Excellency should 
have been led to understand tliat it was Ihe 
desire of any number of people in this colony 
to tea a Tote of Iho House applied to a 
different purpo.so than the one expressed by 
the Assembly. It was for juat such acts — 
Buch unconstitutional modes of procedure— 
lhat His Excellency's predecessor suffered so 
soveroly nt the hands of iho people and the 
presn. We c:tn only attribute tho matter lo 
an ovorsiglit, fur the deputation comprised 
men whose experience left them no grounds 
of excuse. 

His Excellency's remnrkp on the Education 
question were similar in substance; lo those 
delivered on a former occasion to tlio Church 
of England clergymen. He bearlily concurs 
in the non sectarian resolutions of the meet* 
ing, and promises lo givo every assistance to 
establish common schools throughout tho co- 
lony. The important part of tho interview 
Was that in relation lo llic advisability of tho 
members of Assembly being urged to express 
their desire that Ilis Excellency should allow 
the vote to lapse ; so as to prevent its expert 
diture during the present year. If what we 
learn in reference to the proposod building on 
the school reserve is correct, the sooner the 
House mnl;es some such expression ol senti- 
ment the better. Instead of a substantia! 
brick or stone building lo he placed upon this 
spot, it is proposed to erect a wooden ed - 
lice cupn bio of containing about little more 
than half Ihe children that aro at present in 
the town and neighborhood. Now, if we arc to 
have a sum of money expanded on the school 
reserve, let it be at least sufficient lo build a 
lubstanlial school, aud one capable of nocom 
modating as many children as are likely lo 
require instruction for several years to come. 
■\Vo have no doubt if this matter be forcibly 
placed before the members ol Iho Assembly, 
some action will be taken to justify Ilis Ex^ 
collencyin retaining the amount voted. 

The deputation on tho subject of Ihe Go 
veruor's residence met His Excellency a short 
timo arter the school representatives had 
withdrawn. The real facts of the residence 
question, as will bo seen by our report in 
another colum.i, wero detailed by Ilis Excel 
lency. It will thero be observed that the 
resolutions which tne members passed > ith 
such flourishes in February, and which were 
transmitted with a degree of dispatch never 
before known in our colonial oltice, lo the 
Secretary of Slate, were, to use Ilis Excel- 
lency's own words, " not wonh tho paper they 
were written upon." 

In our yesterday's issue, we published Ihe 
extract from the act bearing on the question 
of union, showing the necessity of a joint 
action of both Houses. Sumo of the mem 
bers try to get out of tho dilemma in which 
they have placed themselves, by asserting tint 
the aot stipulating this joint effort lus ex pin d 
and that therefore tho House is left free to 
take individual or isolated action upon the 
question. 'I hese gentlemen are, however, by 
this argument proving too much ; for they 
show that as ihe act has expired, they have 
no authority in Ihe question of union at all, 
and tho " resolutions " which weic based on 
lhis subject are therefore literally and vir- 
tually useless. 

Governor Kennedy has not signified his 
intention of dissolving tho House, imme- 
diately. His replies to tho deputation on 
this head yesterday were more cautious than 
usual. He has "not informed himself yet 
sufficiently on tho matter." Much as we desire 
a dissolution, wo think that every nerve 
should first be strained to obtain a more 
proper distribution of the representation. 
It would be but a poor triumph to turn qut 
a number of unpopular members of the 
House, only to admit them again. His Ex- 
cellency no doubt sees things in this lifjht. 
He is anxious to carry out ihe wishes of ihe 
meeting, but in order lo make tim e wished 
effective, he is under the necessity of wailing 
a little and observing a little, before any 
crisis of the kind is brought about, — a course 
which we cannot, under the circumstances, 
too highly commend.

Tho public meeting, convened by lli3 mem 
hereof the Fire Dapattmenl, to consider tin- 
best means of placing their grievances be 
ore the Legisiaturo, and securing the right- 
ftnd privilege! which are duo to thom, came 
off last night, and was numerously attended. 

On tho platform wore flis Worship thu 
Mayor, Councillor Wallac ■, Mossrs. CD. 
Young, SoutligatO, Cochrane, Siffkon, and a 
number of gentlemen belonging to the Fin: 
Def irtmeot. 

On motion of Mr. J. C. Koonan, Mr. (Jinn. 
Go wen was called. up3n to preside, Mr. 
Robert Bishop aciing us secretary. 

The Chairman slnted the object of the 
meeting, and read the requisition [appliuse.j 
Mr. Gowen expressed his thanks for the 
I honor conferred upon him, aud hoped lb; 
[moenng, one and all, would agree lhat Ihey 
met in a good and right cause. It was u 
meeting of Ihe Department only, none others 
should vote or speak, but any question 
Blight bo asked, and it would bo answered. 

Mr. J. G, McKay apologised by letter 
for liis inability to attend, from illuess. Dr. 
Powell, M P., also apologised. 

Mr, Hanson roso lo movo the first reso- 
lution. He said that the bill had boon 
pooh-poohed by tho Legislature. There were 
no doubt, other and more weighty mailers for 
the consideration ol the House, but when the 
nature of our buildings \\bs oontidered, with 
tha risk of destructive Brcs occurring, 
our only safety would lio in the Firo Depart- 
ment (applause). He asked was it loo muoh 
I lo usk tli o House lo give some inducement to 
members lo join tho Department i The max- 
imum numbers allowed" for each company was 
65,but they did not at piesent muster ono half 
He contended that « hen the Fire Department 
did not consist of mora than 90, it could not 
be said lo throw loo much burden upon other 
citizens, that those should be exempted.

And whereas, wa conceive our past volttn- | 
lory services deserve from tho Government 
some recognition and acknowledgment; j 

Ami whereas, His Excellency Sir .lames 
Douglas, Iv C.H., (who has ever had Iho wel- 
fare of the Fire Department at heart ) having 
recommended, at Iho opening of Ihe present 
House of Assembly an Exemption Act from 
all jury duty of tho Fire lirigade, such rc- 
commendation having also been enunciated 
and supported from the hustings, by 
nearly all of iho sitting members of your Ho . 
House, and a Bill to that effect (with the e;> 
ception of service on Coroner's inquests) lab - 
ly received the approval ol' the Legislative 
Assembly; which Hill was however, we regret 
to slate, rejected by the Legislative Council; 

Therelore bo it resolved — That wo humbly 
petition your hon. body not to udopt the Bill 
us amended by the Legislative Council, en- 
titled "Fiiemeu's Exemption Act," and that 
you solicit the appointment of a Committee 
of Conference on tho original Bill. 

Mr. J. A. McCrea came forward, and was 
received with n round of appluuse. Mr. 
McCrea "striuk an altitude," after the mode 
ol a distinguished speaker of tho previous 
evening, causing roars of laughter Ha said 
this was certainly ihe most indignant com- 
munily l.e had ever resided in (laughter). — 
On Saturday night the schoolmasters held an 
indignation meeting; Inst night the citizens 
held an indignation meeting; and to-nigh! 
the firemen hold an indignation meeting, and 
he understood that to-morrow evening there 
would be another indignation meeting, under 
the auspices ol the "Husbands' Stay-at- Home 
Society," to compel thu married men of Vic- 
toria lo spend their evenings in Ihe bosom of 
their families (great laughter). Mr. McCrea 
alluded to the heavy costs which thu liremen 
were put to, in order lo keep up the Depart-, 
meat, amounting, ho said, lo more than S100 
pur annum, besides incidental expenses, and 
thought it was liltle enough for them to be 
allowed exemption from jury duty (applause). 
The bill lately before the Legislature had been 
highly approved of by Sir James Douglas, 
who had recommended it to the Legislature, 
and it had passed tho House of Assembly, 
but the Council had thrown it out, from what 
cause he did not know, out probably beeuus-3 
ol their ignorance, judging Irom what one of 
the members had said — lhat there were 'HO 
members in the Department (applause), lint 
it was not for him, being a foreigner, to com- 
ment on the lows of the land, so ho would 
briefly second the resolution (applause). 

Mr. C. B. Youni; being called for, said he 
had not addressed Ihe meeting last night be- 
cause he had not been called upon (laughter) 
but he thought that he could have thrown 
some light on tho question (laughter). Ho 
himselt had been an old fireman, and lie had 
only given it up on account of tha chairman 
having been such au awtul talker that ho 
(Mr. If.) was afraid his ears would be cov 
ered with corn , and so ho left. Do had an 
amendment to proposo to the meeting, which 
ho was sure would meet with their approval, 
He would recommend, as the House of As- 
sembly often lent a deaf ear to them, and the 
Council a deafer one, that they should go al 
once to tho Governor, Iho fouutain head. lie 
would therefore move that tho matter bo ro 
ferred at once to His Exoellouey (applause), 
Mayor Harris folle -vod and said : — ll was a 
pleasing duty in having the honor to appear 
before them. He had not at Ihe recent meet- 
ings had the opportunity, but he had now. 
Tho lirsl question lo be disposed of was, 
was the city able to do without a Fire De- 
partment? (Cries of no, no.) Secondly, 
could the city spare 100 members of Ihe 
Department from the jury list! He contend 
cd they could not. Thirdly, could the city 
afford to pay (or a firo brigade? Ho thought 
not. (Hear, bear.) He alluded to the unani- 
mous passage of the Acl by t ties Lower 
House and its rejection by the Upper House, 
and contended that the city could very well 
and very properly aQ nil to exempt the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department, which taking 
the outside members allowed by tho bill 
could only amount to 195. Ho said His 
Excellency Governor Douglas would novcr 
have recommended the passago of the hill il 
he had not thought it just and right, and 
the Upper House had no right to disrespect 
His Excellency and the House of Assembly 
by rejecting it. Ho believed from what he 
had heard that when the bill was sent back 
to the Lower House they intended to re- 
insert the clause and send it back again. 
(Loud applause.) Me alluded to tho exemp- 
tion of the city hitherto from the disasters of 
j (ire, and believing that His Excellency would 
! da all in his power to forward Iho interests 
of the Department; ho urged them to held 
together and not bo discouraged. 

Mr. S. Franklin was called forward, and 
loudly cheered. Ho snid he came to listen 
and riot lobe listened to. Ho had not a seal 
when ihe bill passed the lower House, but 
would say since be had been an inhabitant 
of litis colony ho had laken a warm interest 
in the Fire Department. He was a fireman 
himself and had duno all ho could (or the 
department. Ho had succeeded in gottitu 
an appropriation for thorn. (Cheets.) He 
looked upon the firo department of Victoria 
us one of the most respectable bodies in the 
world. (Loud applause.) Ho thought they 
would always do their duly as respectable 
citizens, although some wore foreigners. He 
urged them not to do anything rash, ami 
promised that ihey should have his best ul- 
forts and cordial support to obtuin what in 
justice Ihey were entitled to. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 
Mr. R Lewis proposed the next resolu- 
tion. 

Resolved— That in consequence of thu 
decreased number of oligiblu Jurors during 
thu Bummer months, wo abate from our 
former request, for total exemption from Jury 
duty, alter livo years active service, and thai 
wo now petition tho hon. Iho Legislature that 
all nelive liiemon should be exempt Irom all 
Jury duly during active service only. 

He alluded to on old cry which had beer, 
raised lhat the Fire Department «was an 
American institution, but he had been through 
tho books of tho oompaoios and found lhat 
Iho majority was on Iho British sido. We 
were indebted lo foreigners for the introduc- 
tion of nil excellent system of protecting our 
property. Mr. Lewis coccluded his remarks 
by expresaidg tho hope and conviction that the 
firemen would be exempted from jury duly. 

Mr. Hidden seconded the resolution which 
was carried. 

Mr. 'Chain entered fully into tho statistical 
history of the Department Iron) tho year 
185'J to tho presenl time, and diow compari- 
son with similar institutions in other cities.

O.i iho question of the private See 
retary's salary, I think the House has made 
a great mistake. Il is totally apart from tha 
civil list, and should have formed as intrcli a 
portion on the estimates as the clerk for tlu 
Colonial Seoiolary. But this was not the only 
omission, there is not oven a mo suiger pro- 
vided for ; so lhat if I had to send a letter to 
the Mayor or any other gentleman I would, 
so far us the Assembly's provision wotll, ho 
obliged lo lake it myself. It may not be 
generally known to the public that every 
document transmitted from my oflice lo tho 
Secretary of Stale is obliged lo bo written 
four tin es, namely — a dralt, duplicate copies, 
aud an ollice record. It has becu alleged 
in the House that tho salary fixed for the 
Governor by the Dake of Newcastle was 
excessive. Now His Grace did not 
Bx Ihis sulary probably without data. En 185S 
Sir Edward Buiwer Lytlou wrote to 
Sir James Douglas lo the eliect that his sal- 
ary for Governor of Iiiitish Columbia should 
ho £1000 during his term of six yeuis. This 
Governorship to bo in conjunction wilh that 
of Vancouver Island, 'flic silnry for the 
latter colony was n it specified, but Governor 
Douglas was assured his interests would not 
ultimately bo overlooked.

Otherwise I shou'd bo itidepoti lent in point 
of means, and iu a measure indifferent about 
the emoluments of ollice, which I only wish 
lo bo equal lo Ihe respeclablo representation 
of Her Majesty's Government in ILL 
country. " 

Now, gentlemen, [continued His Exeellency| 
with iho statement josl referred to before him 
unreasonable for tho Duke of New- 
) fix the salary of governor for each 
colonics at £.')000 ? Too sum is 
surely not enormous. .\*o doubt the position 
could bo filled at a less cost, but would il he 
cheaper in ihe end. You can get very i heap 
slop work in the ordinary marketable com- 
modity, but officials can scarcely be placed 
iu this category. You have had already 
very expensive experience of cheap officials. 
As regards the step you have laken in re- 
ference to the House of Assembly, I don't 
think you will have reason to regret it. Par- 
liaments as a rule do not reform Ibomselves. 
An expiession of public opinion occasionally 
induces public bodies and individuals to do 
that which they would otherwise leave un- 
done- Now to another topic — it has been said 
that the Executive Council had taken Mr. 
Trutch's house us my temporary residence. 
This is totally untrue, as I never consulted 
that body on tho subject. The fact is I havo 
just made the arrangement personally with 
Mr. Trutch this day. Tho Mayor is 
aware lhat negotiations had been going 
on with other gentlemen but a few days 
since. With regard to the Crown Lands 
I must say, the quosliou is in nn exceed- 
ingly unsatisfactory condition. Hut iho 
Assembly by its resolutions of February, in 
connectiou with union, bus postponed any ac 
lion on the (matter by not obtaining, in ac- 
cordance with the Act, the consent of iho 
Legislative Council) for probably another 12 
months; because too Parliament will be up in 
duly, and no steps can now ba laken to have 
Ihe subject attended lo in a proper manner 
before Iho Uouso of Commons terminates its 
sitting. I think this a source of regret. 
Tenures will acquire certain force during this 
interval, and it is surely necossary we should 
know as speedily as possible what belongs to 
tho people and what does not. Is it notdesir 
able thai this important question should be 
no longer. in abeyance? lam sorry, there- 
fore, ihe Assembly lias not consulted wilh 
the Upper House on this question ; as with- 
out the concurrence ol both Houses of Legis- 
lature tho resolutions will not be worth iho 
paper they are writ'en upon. Wilh this 
explanation, 1 do not wish you lo thin't olh 
erwise limn that 1 would regret exceedingly 
coining into collision with Ihe Assembly, or 
neglecting the interests of the public.

The Wilmington Journal, in speaking of 
the success of the blockade-runners in getting 
into that port, says : — Statistics of-thepast 
year show that, on an average, only odd oat 
of twenty has been captured. 

Tho reporl of Governor Vanco, showing (he 
amount oftebel supplies rocoivod through 
this blockaded port, discloses the most start- 
ling state of things. Everything the enemy 
could ask for is received through this chan- 
nel in great quantities. An experienced naval 
ullieer has remarked lhat, owing to Iho situa- 
tion of Ihe coast, its numerous channels, ein>- 
biacing an area of thirty miles, the entiro 
navy of iho Uni'ed Stales could not make li e 
blockade of Wilmington effective. 

A special to the Timet t-ays Gen. Grant 
has arrived and proceeds at once lo the front. 
The re-organization of Ihe nimy will bt quiet- 
ly and speedily consummated. Gen W. F. 
Smith, whom the Senate confirmed as Major - 
General today, will have command of the 
East, next to Grant. His position will really 
be Chiofof Stuff to the Lioutenanl-Geueral, 
and as such will direct tho movements of 
whoever may bo nominally in command of 
Ihe Army of the Potomac.
